North-West," Sanford Fleming's Ke- 
port. "We have now ask attention

va%«:^lr!aitieci agricuMral-^citpabili- 

ties, its conjectured wealth in gold, 
coal andiron, and its prospect for 
whalo and soalftshing in the Arctic 
Ocean, during the months of summer 
while the navigation of the majestic 
Mackeuzio continues open, will soon, 
by the Iron Horse, be within only ft 
fe'w days travel of Victoria. John 
Macoun, Esq., of Belleville, Ontario, 
who acconipaniod Mr. Floiuiug in 1872 
as far as Edmonton, and thonco di- 
verged into Peace lliver, in his e.^cel- 
-■lent report to Mr. Fleming on the 
country travelled over from Tli under 
Bay, Lake Superior, via Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Peace llivcr, to the 
seaboard of British Columbia, meu- 
■: , tiona many interesting facts respecting 
■ /' -tKe ' botany, topography, climatology 
i\:|-ilnd geology of Peace River, all of 
^•'J gjreatif practical ^utility. From th(!se 
I", we cull the following: Of 212 species 
•'"of plants gathered between Dun vegan 
.and'St., John on Peace, Mr. Macoun 
Btatea that 138 grow in the vicinity of 
Belleville, 19 were found at Lake Su- 
perior, 52 on the Saskatchewan; 3 luul 
not beenfound before. One of those 3 
was the cactus (Opuntia) or prickly 
; pear, so common on the arid sago 
niaina of Oregon and Southern British 
'""yollim'bia.^ It is also found, we are 
'■'rifliormed, on dry, sunny slopes on 
v; hdth' shores of the Canal de Haro in 
our neighborliood. The service berry 
(Amelanchier Canadensis) was fouml 
ripe in Peace Iliver in 1871 about the 
IStii Jolj,. • <It usually .ripens at Belle-r 
ville about the 10th of July. Around 
Victoria it is ripo towards the end of 
July. Wherever this berry matures, 
it is said that wheat will ripen well. 
At Duuvegan, in N. Lat. 5G ^ 8. :\rr. 
Macoun discovered no plants iudiea- 
■'tj^'e of an Arctic climate, but it was 
there he found the prickly pear, which 
suits a dry, warm soil. On the beauty 
and fertility of the Peace River coun- 
try Mr. Macoun descants eloquently. 
It is an alternation of prairie and 
woodland in many parts, and the 
scenery is parklike in places. Including 
the level and open country to the east- 
ward as far as Lac la Bichc luul the 
MethyPortage.with Peace River, he rec- 
kons the area as equal to (10, OUO. square 
miles or 38 million acres, the climate 
of which is in no way inferior to that of 
Edmonton, where, except maize, all 
the cereals ripen. Warm sunshine, 
west wind, balmy atmosphere and 
skies of the brightest blue was the con- 
stant record" as Messrs. Macoun and 
Horetzky were travelling through this 
country in October 1872. Both gen- 
tlemeu regard it as better even than 
' the Saskatchewan. Mr. Macoun con- 
, eludes on the climate, &c., hy the asser- 
tion that "the day is not far distant 
when the most scei^tical will believe 
even more tiian I now assort." It is 
a wellkuowu fact (he says) that the 
belt of warm air extends all the way 
down the Mackenzie, where wheat can 
bo raised as far North as (55 ° ," and 
that "t.ho west wind, summer or win- 
ter, ahv.iys brings warm weather. The 
bars that pro'.luco the pale Hour gold 
of the Peace River are "identical in 
^ ,po^pqsiti(^n with those that are work- 
j.ed "at Edmonton. Exposures on river 
'banks displayed bituminous shalo and 
ferruginous shale and gravel, sandstone.' 
and limestone. The sandstone of 
Peace River, group E. of i)r. liocior's 
report of Palliser's exploration is, by 
that able geologist,said to be the same 
^Tock as that in which the Nanaimo coal 
is found.

towns and cities in which such exhibi- 
tions are held to contxibute liberally 
out of the civic treasury. The public 
willhavo observed, wo feel quite sure 
with more pain than surprise, that, in 
response to an appeal from the Agri- 
cultural Sooietvjipe, Municipal Council 
on WednesiSa;j^1S'Bolutely refused to 
contribute one cent. To put the worst 
possible taco on it, the Coiuicil voted 
down a resolution appropriating the 
paltry sum of fifty dollars I Let us see 
the reasons assigned for this extrabr- 
diniiry conduct: It was only the 
other\voek that the Council took from 
their plethoric treasury $5,100 to in- 
vest in lots ^vhich might possibly be 
cheap at half the money. On that oc- 
casion the minority, who stood out so 
manfully against what looked disa- 
greeably like a "job" insisted that 
there was really little or no re- 
venue at the disposal of the 
Council beyond what would meet the 
absolute necessities of the year. The 
majority, however, contended that 
there was a largo surplus, and that 
they could not do better than invest 
a 2)orliou of it in lots which might bo 
usci'-al in tlio future. Now wo find 
proniiuont nieniViers of that same ma 
jority actually compelled to en- 
dorse Councillor Hayvvard's statement 
to the effect that, "instead of having a 
balance of $11,000 at their credit, they 
had only S'J.OOO, and that at the expi- 
laticin of the year it ^vould be found, as 
ho had ]uedictod,thal the Corporation 
would bo in debt!" And we iiud those 
same plethoric Councillors who were 
so eager to invest surplus revenue in 
town l(jts now urging that very invcst- 
nic-nt as a reason for refusing a paltry 
donation of "lilty dollars" towards the 
Pr ovincial Exhibition to ba held in 
this city. Nay, more: we lind tliom 
refusing even to allow the temporary 
use of these precious lots for the pur- 
poses of the Exhibition Committee! It 
seoms tolerably cle:ir to us that Victor- 
ia must eithor choose a dillVrent class 
of men to manage her aftiurs, or else 
relinquish all claim to the Provincial 
E:chibition. As for the alarming state 
ments and glaring discrepancies re 
specting the city finances, we leave 
that part of the subject to the serious 
attentiuii of Ratepayers.

Pr.oFi-.ssoit Ty.ndall delivered the in- 
augural address at tho meeting of tho 
British Association yesterday. He claim- 
ed that religious theories, schemes, and 
systems, embracing the cosmo^'noj', or 
what otherwise reached into its domain, 
must, in so far as they did so, auljniit to 
(ho control of science, and reliiifpiish all 
thought of controlling it. Acting other- 
wise liad proved disastorous iu the past, 
and was simply fatuous to-day. Every 
system which would escape the fate of an 
organism too rigid to adjust itself to its 
onviroiiniont must bo pla.'jtic to tho extent 
that tho growth of knowledge demanded. 
In clo.-iing, I'rofu.ssor Tyadall said he had 
touched on debatable c|uestiona and gono 
over dangerous ground, partly with a, 
view of tolling his audience, ana.through 
them tho world, that, as regarded tlioso 
questions, Bcienco claimed uurcstrietej 
right of search. It was not to the point to 
to say tliat the views of Lucretius and 
Bruno, Darwin and Spencer, wero wrong. 
With that statement bo should agree, 
deeming itiudeud certain that those views 
would undergo modification'. !But the 
l)oint was that, whether right or wrong, 
scientific men claimed freedom to discuss 
them. Tho ground which tlioy covered 
was scientific ground; and the right claim- 
ed was one made good through tribulation 
and anguish, inflicted and endured in 
harder times than theirs, but resulting in 
tho immortal Tiotoriea which science had 
won for , the human mce. • 

StakIiBX has started for Zanzibar on 
his new exploring expedition into Central 

Africa. Some of the apparatus ho has 
taken with him is of his own contriving; 
notably, a boat for lake service, weighing 
400 pounds and capable of carrying sixty 
men. Uis outfit is a very iierfootouo, nutl 
will include instruments sufliciout for sci- 
entific purposes. He has spout all tho 
time he could get since the expedition 
was resolved on in studies of scientific 
methods and of tho usu of instruiuents. 
This will enable him to make an accurato 
record of his discoveries, to increase the 
number of them, and to bring back testi- 
mony of a kind which tho critics, wliich 
ho once styled easy-chair geographers, 
will not be able to ini])each. To bo gono 
two j'oars says Stanley, to a question whe- 
ther he felt sure it might not bo longer, 
ho answered straightforwardly and sim- 
ply: "Well, ri;ii.)\vthe risks as well ns 
any other man, but I understand African 
travel better than whou I went .after Lir- 
ingstoue, and with fair good luck I be- 
lieve I shall come back all right." If he 
lirings homo a map of the sources of tiio 
Nile, ho need not much mind whether tha 
Society likes it or not. The world will 
recognize his merits. — London Letter. 

Sadler has accepted the clmllongo of 
George Brown.of Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
to row for £500 and tho chaminonship of 
the world. Brown prop(jsed a fivo mile 
rr'.ee, two and a half miles out and homo. 
,Sa(lii:r has telegraphed that ho is willing 
to low a match on tho river Baun, at Sol- 
ei aiue, in Ireland, but that it should bo a 
struight-away race of four miles and bo 
rowed under the new English laws of 
boat raoiflg. which embody most of the 
proposals of Brown. The data of the race 
as suggested by Sadier,isto boon the I9th 
inst.

Aallr. William Simpson, F.li.G.S., 
was taking his walks abroad 0110 uiorii- 
iiig in tho iiopiilous city of Pekin, lio 
ciUiio upon a Chinauian Avitli a Rniall 
bag fiuspeiiduil by a l)olt over bin 
shoulder, from ^vllicll could bo Been 
the ends of soino pieces of papor of a 
bright yelloj? colour. Thi.s personage 
was iioiatea out to Mr. Simpson as the 
offioial distributor of tho "Pekin Ga- 
zette," and, as tho artist had never be- 
fore seen a roproscntutivo of the Press 
with a iiigLuil and white soles to his 
shoes, he lox'oduced his sketch book 
and secured the distrifaiator forthwith, 
who was destined to be afterwards re- 
jirodueed in liie entertaining liook of 
travels called "fleeting the Sun." The 
golden colored iiewsjiajier which the 
CelcBtiid emissary was. ciiviilatiiig 
merits somewhat more thau a cursory 
notice. Our Flowery contemporary 
is jiriiited in the form of a kind of 
pamphlet. It is about? iiudios hy -1, 
and is stitched ou a puiier eovorof the 
Imiinrial yellmv lint, '.riio "trazolto" 
isjirinted every day, and is sent cliiefly 
to the (inicial ehusses, as it contains 
little besides petitions to the JSmpeior 
and Iiiijierial edicts and rescripts 
founded llieri'oii. Thus, Yang Ciiaiig 
Hun, Governor of Che-Kiang, memo- 
l ializps tho Throne, re(|iu'sting ]50rmis- 
sion to rebuild tho toinjde of the "God 
of the Sen." Tliis sliriiio of tho Dom- 
iiius Claris ai')]ie:n's to bo a combina- 
tion of a joss-house^ iind asGa-wall,tho 
latter aiul most useful part of which 
has sufl'ored extoiisively lioth from the 
incursions of tho sen and tlie devasta- 
tions of tho rebels. Tlio cost of re- 
building is estimated at 45,000 tacls; 
and to the Governor's humbly sup- 
plication the Brother of the Sun and 
Moon briefly but graciously responds, 
"The request is granted." To another 
petition the somewhat evasive rejdy is 
returned, "It is known." To anotlier 
memorial sent up by his kneeling ser- 
vants the monarch answers even more 
ambigupusly, "It has been seen." Of- 
ficial documents are notitied as being 
signed witli "the vermi'lion poiieil" 
or "tho driigon peueil," and "Kegaid 
tills" is tho ordiu:u-y peroration to a 
decree. Tliis, with tlui exception 
of a couple of sheets published under 
European au.sjdees at Shanghai and lloiig 
Kong, is tho solo journalistic pabuhiia 
provided for 360,000,000 of people; and 
one of tho natural results of so remark- 
ably restricted a Press is that ono-half of 
tlie Cliine.so Emiiinmiay bo in a state of 
overt rebellion while tho other half may 
bo totally unaware of the existenco (if 
any disturbance whatsoever.
